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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1 -28 in the reply filed on 3/30/06 is 
acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
shows a Sensor having a support structure, curved spine and multiple teeth extending 
from one side of the curved spine. Prior art also show, a continuous substrate, a 
backing body. However, Prior art fails to show the configuration of the sensor device 
having a multiplicity of teeth extending from one side of the curved spine and a 
multiplicity of micromachined sensors supported by the support structure having curved 
aperture (in regard to^.1-9). Prior art also fails to show, a continuous substrate having 
a front face and a multiplicity of plateaus projecting rearward and a multiplicity of 
backing bodies; attached to the rear face of the respective plateau. Prior art also fails to 
show, a the support member having a front face, respective rear face of the backing 
bodies being attached to the front face of the support member, wherein, the sensors do 
not lie in the same plane (in regards to claim 10-19). Prior art also fails to show, a 
multiplicity of sections of the substrate, each substrate section having a rear face 
attached to the front face of a respective backing body, adjacent ones of the substrate 
sections being separated from each other by a respective acoustically isolating gap or 
filled space and a multiplicity of groups of sensors distributed over the front face of the 
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substrate sections, each group being built on a front face of the respective one of the 
substrate sections wherein the sensor do not lie in the same plane(in regards to claim 
20-28).
